In reply to your recent letter 
concerning detection of motorcycles at 
signalized intersections, as you state, the 
presence or motion of motorcycles is 
not always sensed by the vehicle 
detectors. This is a matter of concern 
since the motorcycle is a legal motor 
vehicle and motorcycle operators are 
subject to the laws governing 
automobile operators. 

Until recently the technologies used 
in detector manufacturing has not 
included the sensitivity necessary to 
effectively detect vehicles ranging from 
a lightweight motorcycle to a heavily 
loaded semi-trailer rig. Fortunately, 
much of the detector equipment being 
installed today does have the necessary 
capability. The Federal Highway 
Administration is presently involved in 
research efforts which have the 
objective of developing designs for more 
sensitive and effective detectors. The 
National Electrical ^ Manufacturers 


Association (NEMA), Traffic Contro! 
Systems Section, an industrial group o 
traffic signal equipment manufacturers 
is currently developing indus 
standards for such equipment, and i 
aware of the need for motorcycl 
sensitive detectors. 

Although this matter is not one fo: 
which the National Advisory Committe 
on Uniform Traffic Control Devices c; 
recommend an immediate solution, 
copy of your letter will be forwarded t 
that body for their information. Pleas 
be assured that the Federal Highwa 
Administration is cognizant of thi 
problem and will continue to promot 
the necessary changes in design o 
application of traffic control devices t 
accommodate the increased populatio 
of motorcycle operators.

I had heard how fast the 250 Ossa 
Phantom was but I had never 
ridden one, so I really jumped at 
the opportunity to test the desert 


version. The best way to test a 
race machine is to race it, so we 
picked up a new box stock 250 
Desert Phantom, from Mid-Valley 


Cycle and got Jeff Wright to break it in 
for us at Indian Dunes. He put an hour 
on it before he opened it up, by then he 
was used to the quick handling. There 
were a couple of Expert Open class 
riders on the course so he got in and 
mixed it up with them, putting on quite 
a show. At the end of the day we asked 
what he thought of the bike. 

“It's neat and it’s very responsive. It 
took a couple laps to get used to the 
quick handling, but once I found out 
just what it would do, I just threw it in 
the turns and powered around in a 
controlled slide, so light you can do 
anything with it and not lose it. It’s a 
good compromise between a slider and a 
squarer, comes out of the corners fast, 
and has good brakes. I really would like 
to race it. I think it’s ready as it is." 

We took the bike home and checked 
it over, then took it next Sunday to 
Valley Cycle Park. I rode three practice 
laps, the front end came up on me going 
up the choppy bad hill, and I got into a 
few slides in the turns. It had more 
power than I expected so I adjusted, 
moved up forward on the seat, started 
rolling the throttle a little slower and 
using a higher gear. I didn’t lose any 
speed, but I was getting less “R’s” and 


more traction, feeling that I had 
everything under control. I rode three 
15-minute motos without any trouble 
or blisters, and I didn't get tired. 

The reason is, it's so easy to ride, you 
don't fight it, just relax. It makes an 
average rider look good. 

Why is it so easy to ride? To start 
with, its weight, a svelte 207 pounds, 
good wide power range, and super 
handling. Everything has changed from 
the old model Ossas, everything but the 
gas cap, and all for the better. The 
Desert Phantom differs from the 
Motocross by a one inch longer swinging 
arm, a .040 inch gasket under the head 
for lower compression, no cut on the 
piston on the intake side, two pounds 
heavier fly wheel, (which gives you 
more hill climbing traction) and wider 
gear ratios. First gear is very low and it 
will pull right out from a quick walk in 
second gear to as fast as you want to go. 
The point is you don’t have to shift very 
much because it has a wide power band, 
plenty low end muscle and lots of R’s. 

A Desert machine should be checked 
out in the desert so Jeff and I took our 
red racer to Hi Vista, California (one of 
our favorite spots). We made a couple of 
20 mile loops and found that the bike is 
very stable on the whoop-de-doos, and 
in the sandwashes. In other words, the 
rear end didn’t pitch from side to side 
and the front end went where you 
aimed it, instead of following all the

Rear seemed a tad stiff when new. 


ruts. The rear shocks seemed a little 
stiff. I think I would put lighter oil in 
for a better ride. The gearing it came 
with (13/50) seemed to be OK on the 
rocky hills as well as the open boonies. 


We took the stock silencer off and 
put on a one and one-eighth J&R 
silencer. Jeff rode it across the open 
desert and I clocked him at 70 mph. (I 
was on a fire road parallel to him.) “I 
figure that’s fast enough across the 
boondocks in and out of the pucker 
bushes,” Jeff said, “it would do the job 
in the desert, it’s race ready.” 


The Ossa was a very dependable bike, 
with very good workmanship and good 
hardware on it. As Jeff Wright puts it, 
“The Betor forks have eight inches of 
superior absorption. They absorb the 
shock and pounding instead of the 
rider.” Betors shock the rear. The three 
and one-half gallon fiberglass gas tank 
doesn’t feel large. 


It pulls a 450x18 rear tire like you 
can’t believe. The five speed gear box 
shifts very smoothly. With a Motoplat 
solid-state ignition, it’s easy to start, and 
jetting the 36mm Bing was easy. Just

leave the 162 main jet in, and let her go. 

To sum up, the Desert Phantom has a 
little of everything for everybody, the 
serious racer, the desert racer, and the 
cowtrailer. You name it and it can do it 
well. Jeff would like to ride it at the 
upcoming Great Bear GP at Riverside 
Raceway. As for myself, I would like to 
win a couple more Old Timers races at 
the local MX course. We say you owe it 
to yourself to check this bike out. e

Calico Ghost Run

BARSTOW, CAL., FEB. 16 

The Calico Ghost . Run was 
originally named because it started 
on the edge of the famous ghost 
town and ran over the old mining 
roads and through some of the 
picturesque tunnels in that area. Today, 
it is no longer possible to use the Calico 
area for competition, so the SRA moved 
to an area south of Barstow on the Old 
Barstow Road. To preserve its tradition, 
however, buses are hired to take wives 





and pit crews over to Calico, while the 
competitors ride the enduro. Both 
busfare and entry to the ghost town are 
paid by the SRA. Three bus loads made 
the trip this year and those who went 
had a much longer stay than was 
anticipated. Because of the very high 
winds (gusts up to 62 mph according to 
the Weather Bureau) the highways in 
the Barstow area were closed and the 
buses were not allowed to leave until 
early evening. 

The wind also played with the 
competitors. Riders found themselves 
blown off their intended course, and in 
a few cases, off their bikes entirely. 
Running one gear lower than usual was 
the rule all day long and gas 
consumption ran pretty high. The wind 
also made for very cold riding. 

Usually in reports on enduro courses 
it is necessary to qualify statements 
pretty carefully, saying, “It was a good 
course for family-type events," or "it 
was a stiff, competitors' course," or 
something similar. The SRA course this 
week seemed to achieve a rare balance, 
making it a good course for any level of 
rider. 

The first loop (the only loop ridden 
by “C” class girls and kids on minibikes) 
was 31.3 miles long and scheduled at 18 
and 24 mph. The terrain was about 50 
percent flat desert trail, about 30 
percent sandwash, and the rest generally 
rocky with Barstow’s own brand of 
disagreeable square rocks. 

It seemed to me that the rocks might 
be a bit much, so I talked to some of 
those who were obviously beginners. 
One girl, about 14, who was waiting 
patiently at the top of a hill for her 
brother, told me she wasn’t having any 
problem, but she was a little concerned 
about her 11-year-old sister! A kid 
about nine riding a bike that looked like 
something lost off a charm bracelet said 
he was having trouble going fast enough, 
but he was making it all right. There was 
even one dude making it along on a 
Suzuki road bike, and quite a few who 
were riding double. There seemed to be 
about 150 girls entered. As soon as the 
number of girls entered in a family run 
exceeds the total number of entries in a 
District 37 run, I’m going to make a 
motion that the District dissolve itself. 
There were three checks on the loop 
and, after all the rough stuff, there was 
a short break for hot or cold apple 
cider. 

Loop two was eight miles longer (39 
miles total) and just a shade rougher 
than loop one. Experienced riders had 
to keep moving right along to hold the 
schedule and the less experienced riders 
were late. Near the end of the loop a 
bunch of riders had difficulty with a

steep uphill, some of them trying ii 
several times without success. Finally 
when they decided to try to find a way 
around it, they were forced to ride the 
marked course, which didn’t go up the 
hill at all! A short, steep downhill pitch 
on the course gave some of the les: 
experienced riders a bit of a thrill. 

SRA club honcho Ron Vincellette i: 
not riding these days, following a get-of! 
at the Christmas run which probabl 
followed one too many of the fre 
Christmas eggnogs and brandy that hi 
club supplied.

You coulc 
always find the course, but sometime 
you have to look around for it.

Smith regains '73 
title of Soboba GP

SAN JACINTO, CAL., FEB. 16 
Malcolm Smith didn't let a bout 
with the flu deter him from 
recapturing his '73 title in the 
Soboba Grand Prix from last 
year's winner, Jim Fishback. 

Favored by far in the crowd of 
more than 2,000 that showed up 
at the Soboba Indian Reservation, 
Smith (Hus) was out in front at the 
start. Fishback (Yam) closed in and the 
two battled it out trading the lead back 
and forth throughout the 13.5 mile 
route with Fishback in the lead as the 
two came into the second lap — only a 
cycle length ahead. Fishback held the 
lead for several miles but lost it before 
the third lap when Smith regained his 
position and kept it throughout the 
remainder of the 10 lap course. 

Following minutes behind were Bob 
Maynard (Yam) and A.C. Bakken (Hus) 
who replaced Rolf Tibblin on the 
starting line. 

Surprise late entry and squeezed into 
the 86th Expert spot on the line was the 
Flyin’ Hawaiian, John DeSoto. A friend 
talked him into the competition “for 
the fun of it." 

Smith, known for his determination, 
speed and quick wit on both car and 
cycle tracks, paced the pack with 
Fishback noticeably fighting for his 
title. Riders had 135 miles of 
continuous flats, bumps, hills, curves 
and water holes that comprise the 
Soboba Reservation track. 

DeSoto was madly pushing his Ossa 
and flying by most of the Expert class 
contenders until by the seventh lap he 
was five minutes behind Smith in actual 
time and one minute behind him in race 
time. 

Fishback lost his second place lead to 
DeSoto but was catching up. It seemed 
before the last two laps that the race 
was between Smith and DeSoto. But 
Fishback was not out of the running. He 
was spinning around in record time and 
by the end of the race it was Smith by a 
margin and no one knew if Fishback or 
DeSoto was second. 

Spills, breaks, forced pit stops, 
slowdowns and fatigue knocked down 
the original 532 invitational entries to 
few more than 100 that actually 
completed the 10 laps. Most of the 
breaks occurred during the cliff climbs 
which rose to 2,450 feet and then 
spilled into the old water hole.

This is the third time Smith entered 
the Soboba Grand Prix and he says it’s 
one of his favorite competitions. 

“I like Grand Prix because it's a 
challenge not knowing what’s around 
the next curve. I’m in it for the fun. As 
an Amateur, I can race when I feel like 
it, pick my own kind of competition, 
(he doesn’t like road racing or 
motocross) and maybe that’s why I’m 
still in it." He's been racing 17 years. 

Smith won the Soboba the first time 
he ran it; broke last year and almost 
didn't make it this year. Two days 
before the race he was sick in bed with 
the flu. He finally got up — his cycle 
was all apart — he put it back together, 
took a practice spin and he was ready to 


go. 

The 33-year old Amateur may seem 
like he’s ready for the Old Timers 
instead of the Experts, but to the young 
Experts, he's still their greatest 
challenge and Sunday he looked like 
he'd outrace them for a few years to 
come. 

Smith was prepared to fight it out 
with all of them, including Tibblin, 
whom he considers a great racer. He 
wasn't expecting Bakken to replace 
Tibblin — and Bakken also had his eye 
on the trophy. It looked as though he 
came in a good fourth. 

Another “character” that Smith 
won’t move over for is the guy they call 
"Crazy" David Aldana. He was in the 
running for several laps but didn't quite 
make it. 

Scorers don't expect to have the 
computation of the winners for at least 
a week and confess there could be a 
sleeper that started late but made up the 
time. D

Shamrocks ISDT qualifer 


I had a chance to ride part of the 
Shamrocks ISDT qualifier course a 
couple of weeks ago. It’s a whole lot 
different than last year’s ball buster. 
The start/finish will be at the Lakeshore 
Inn in California City. An easy 25-mile 
loop takes you out to the main pits 
where two 40-mile loops will be run. 
The first goes up to Government Peak 
and back over fairly easy terrain, just 
the same stuff we have ridden many 
times. Nothing tough. The loop goes 
over by Randsburg and off the mine 
tailings, which are just an absolute gas 
to ride down. I didn’t get a chance to 
ride the other loop, but talking to riders 
who did, it is a pretty fun loop. Also 
this year you don’t have to be street 
legal to run, so that makes it a lot easier 
for desert-racer types to enter. Frankly, 
after last year’s rock fest (not the 
singing type), I swore I would never try 
a Shamrock qualifer again. After a look 
at the course I relented and sent in my 
entry. I know I'll never get a gold medal 
but it sure would be nice to get a silver 
or at least a bronze. I feel the bronze is 
well within the reach of a competent 
rider. For one thing, the trials rules 
don't penalize you the way enduro rules 
do. Say you are riding number 10. Well, 
if you are 10 minutes late to a check 
(you come in on number 20), your new 
arrival time to the next check is now 20, 
not 10. In other words a trial is only 
between checks, not over the whole 
course. The length of the course is 130 
miles a day. The two 40-mile loops will 
be run backwards on Sunday. Write the 
Sunland Shamrocks for information, 
744 Doan Drive, Burbank, California 
91506.

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PMC plastic gas tanks 

We installed this universal type tank 
on a Kawasaki 175. The only problem 
with “universal” type tanks is they 
seldom fit right on. The left petcock 
interfered with the expansion chamber 








on the Kaw so we sealed it off and just 
used the right one. Experimenting with 
foam rubber for fit didn’t take long and 
it has retained its fit many months later. 
No problem has developed with leaks, 
etc. so I can recommend the PMC tank. 
It holds about three gallons and is 
available in many colors at your dealer 
for around $30.

“Bogey” shocks didn’t burst upon 
the motorcycle world with a giant 
advertising campaign. They have been 
advertised mostly by word of mouth. 
Friends over at Dirt Rider magazine put 
me on to them some months ago and I 
picked up a pair for testing. Put them 
on for the Check Chase but chose the 
wrong springs and was going 
boing-boing all over the desert until a 
flat tire put me out of the race. My next 
tryout (with the proper springs) was the 
tough 125 Mile Checkpoint National 
Jubilee Enduro. I had them dialed in, 
and the bike was really handling good. I 
had moved up the shocks for more 
wheel travel so I was interested if the 
Boges could take the added punishment. 
On the second loop, disaster struck. At 
first I thought the left shock had broken 
but the shaft had unscrewed from the 
eyelet, losing the spring retainer, as it 
turned out. Limping back into the pits, 
the stress of running on one shock 
broke the swingarm. I wasn’t too happy 
with Boge shocks right then. Back 
together with a good dose of Loctite to 
keep everything from unscrewing and it 
was Barstow to Vegas time. Everything 
went well. The shocks performed quite 
well and kept their damping all the way, 
even through the miles and miles of 
rough, cobby terrain which is hard on 
shocks. I passed a lot of bikes that were 
out of shape, while the Boges kept my 
old scoot straight. 

Next run on them was the 250 Mile 
Last Chance Enduro. Again the Boges 
came through right fime with no 
problems. This enduro was set up with 
such high speeds it was a virtual Hare 
and Hound for two days. Ninth overall 
and fourth in class meant the shocks 
were going to stay on my bike for good. 

One nice feature of the Boge shocks 
is that they are completely rebuildable 
and you can change the damping by 
installing an easy-to-change valve. You 
don’t need a special tool, either. A 
one-inch socket will take them apart. 

All things considered, I rate the Boges 
as the best buy in shocks.

You have to apply it a little 
differently than you do regular oil, but 
it isn't any harder. I used it on a Filtron 
and got good results with it. After 
applying, the solvent evaporates, leaving 
a sticky oil which does the job. It’s 
more expensive than regular oil but this 
is not the place to skimp on protection.

With the long travel suspension 
modifications coming on strong, many 
riders are learning to their dismay that 
they need to run a lot of slop in their 
chain and sometimes the chain comes 
off due to that slop. Roy Sheridan is an 
enduro rider who came up with a 
practical solution. He built himself a 
tensioner. It worked pretty well and 
some of his club members asked him to 
make them one. Now he’s making them 
for the public and I am glad to 
recommend the tensioner. He makes 
them to bolt right on to Yamahas and 
Huskies. We had to weld on a mounting 
bracket for it to fit my XL Honda. It 
works really fine. I like it mounting on 
the frame instead of the swingarm, as 
some tensioners do. The rubbing block 
is made of high quality nylon and wear 
is very slight, even after five months of 
use. The tensioner has been on some | 
bikes over a year now with no problems. 
At $15 it's a bargain. |

Did you ever wonder why the 
Sierra Club is able to get its way in 
most of the struggles over off-road 


vehicles recreati 


members and less of a budget than 
the American Motorcycle Associa- 
tion, the hikers are pretty much 
calling the tune that the govern- 
ment land managers play on the 
off-road riders. | think now I know 
what they’ve got, and we haven’t, that 
makes them so effective. 

The Sierra Club started as a hiking 
and mountain-climbing club in northern 
California at about the same time 
Harley and Davidson were building their 
first motor-bicycle. The club flexed its 
political muscle early and. wrote or 
helped influence many of the laws that 
govern the great American outdoors. 
Today, several takeoffs of the Sierra 
Club are wholly dedicated to legal and 
political ‘‘defense’”’ of the environment, 


historic monuments, endangered 
species, etc. Organizations such as 
Friends of the Earth, and 


Environmental Defense Fund have split 
off from the Sierra Club to concentrate 
exclusively on political pressure and 
they should not be confused with the 
Sierra Club itself, which is still at heart a 
hiking and recreation club with a strong 
political arm. (It is true, of course, that 
many individual Sierra Club members 
endorse and support the aims of the 
more strident splintér groups.) Why, 
then, is the Sierra Club so powerful 
against the off-road rider, when they are 
no different than us? 

Individual Sierra Club members that I 
meet are no different than dirt riders. 
They are working people or students 
just like us, who have just as great 
demands on their time, who volunteer, 
like some of us, to work for their cause 
in spare time, evenings or when they 
aren’t making a living. None of those 
Ive met derives any income from the 
sale of hiking supplies or compasses. To 
that degree they are less concerned 
commercially with what they are doing 
than some of the AMA volunteers who 
also work in the motorcycle industry. 
That fact alone would seem to give 
AMA volunteers an edge over Sierra 
Club workers if our organizations were 
equal. 

But the L.A. Chapter of the Sierra 
Club has one big advantage that its 
counterparts, the AMA clubs in 
southern California, do not, and never 
have had — a real, permanent office, 
with a “rich uncle” (the national 
association) who pays the rent. We 
AMA members have no local focus like 
the Sierra Club has. 

Unlike AMA, the Sierra Club pays 
money to its local chapters. Membership 


О 


n? 
dues are collected by the head office in 
San Francisco and budgeted back to 
maintain offices for the local chapters, 
composed of volunteer members who 
carry out the Club's activities such as 
promoting hikes, lecturing nature 
classes, counting birds, etc. Political 
action is one of the programs the local 
chapters engage in. 

Right now, the Sierra Club is 
suffering deep budget cuts because of 
the recession. The Club lost its tax 
exempt status over the Grand Canyon 
Dam issue 10 years ago, and donations 
are hard to get. The head office ordered 
the chapters to cut 15% from their 
already bare-bones budgets. The Los 
Angeles chapter has had to find some 
way to trim its 1975 budget from 
$77,800 to $69,000, with $35,000 
coming from dues allocations, But, even 
with a tightened belt, the L.A. chapter 
will have something to hold its pants up. 
Headquarters will pay the rent on their 
chapter offices on Beverly Boulevard 
and volunteers will still have a place to 


do the jobs. 
Contrast the Sierra Club organization 
with the AMA, where national 


headquarters remits none of the dues 
money back to the chartered clubs. | 
think this fact explains why the Sierra 
Club has been able to generate more 
horsepower in off-road politics over the 
long run than the motorcycle clubs. 


One has to attend the monthly 
meetings of the Sierra Club ORV 
Committee to find out what the 


government is doing to help or hinder 
motorcycle recreation! I attended one 
such meeting last week. There were 12 
Sierra Clubbers, all members of the 
ORV Committee (out of 80) in 
attendance and four of us motorcycle 
fiends. A BLM ranger named Steve 
Smith told many things that I would 
not otherwise have found out until too 
late. We are grateful to the Sierra Club 
members for our welcome and thank 
the whole organization for letting us use 
their office while we motorcyclists 
haven't any. 

But I think it is time the AMA break 
loose with some funds and start trying 
to establish a local office near a freeway 
in L.A. We need a permanent 
meeting-spot and information 
clearing-house, with a real street address 
(not a postoffice box) and a telephone 
number like our competition has. Local 
dealers, distributors and the motorcycle 
press have lent their offices as 
clearing-houses. for information that the 
sport must have to compete for survival, 
but there is no one place you can go and

help the cause, because we ain’t got no 
place. Our clubs rent a hall to meet in 
or invade members’ homes. Most of us 
never meet other AMA members except 
at rallies or along the trail, since most of 
us belong to no club except the national 
association. I think we should consider 
why the Sierra Club is hiking all over 
the off-road rider because we can’t get 
our stuff together, and keep it together, 
long enough to show what stuff we are 
made of. They've got a focus here and 
we have none; we are as dedicated as 
they are, but fuzzy, out of focus, spun 
out. Is it asking too much, AMA, to give 
us an office? I don’t know how long we 
can keep using the Sierra Club premises 
before conscience compels us to make a 
contribution of some sort. Westerville, 
we need your help.

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Squirrel racing 
must stop! 


Elsewhere in this issue there is an 
article about a family enduro in 
which a rider lost his life. Ap- 
parently the 22-year-old rider ig- 
nored a flagman and sailed straight 
across Old Barstow Road without 
looking. He was hit by a car. Schedule 
speed at that point was 18 mph, slow 
enough that the riders could have 
stopped, killed their engines, and 
walked across without jeopardizing their 
competitive chances. 

Alone it is a regrettable incident, but 
it is not alone. Not a month ago an even 
younger rider was killed in a family 
enduro sponsored by another 
organization, again at a road crossing. 
No car was involved, he just crashed at a 
very high rate of speed and broke his 
neck. 

Coincidence? I don’t think so. I took 
a look at the injury list from the last 
event. There were appoximately six 
broken collarbones, a couple of broken 
legs, a dislocated shoulder, a back injury 
of undertermined severity, a broken 
arm, and a host of minor injuries. No 
tough District enduro that I can recall 
has had such an extensive injury list, 
even allowing for the difference in the 
size of the entries. On the basis of the 
record, a rider would be safer riding the 
Barstow-to-Vegas race, or the Baja 500 
than one of these family enduros. 

The statistics in this case, however, 
are not telling the story. These family 
enduros, as organized by the major 
promoters, are as safe a form of 
motorcycling as you could design. The 
courses are so easy that 10-year-olds on 
minibikes are making it around without 
much difficulty. The schedule speeds 
are slow. Danger marking at such speeds 
is hardly needed, but there usually is 
danger marking, needed or not. It is not 
the runs that are at fault. Is is the 
people who are riding them. 

Every family enduro that I have 
attended so far has been literally 
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infested with play racer, pit racers, and 
just plain desert squirrels. It isn't safe to 
walk from your truck to your 
motorcycle because some  would-be 
racer is using your campfire for a 
smokebomb. 

The courses themselves are not 
dangerous, but the uncontrolled flying 
objects on them are. Being passed by 
some jerk doing 60 mph when the 
Schedule is 15 is a regular and 
frightening experience. It's frightening 
because you know that anyone who is 
competent to ride at that speed 
certainly doesn't have to ride that fast 
in an easy enduro. That thing coming up 
behind you is a play racer, an 
inexperienced nut, or both. 

In one sense we have been lucky. 
Two nearly-adult riders have killed 
themselves without injuring anyone else. 
The next incident may well involve one 
of those dozens of young girls who are 
now riding, or one of the 10-year-olds 
on a minibike, or some guy’s wife, and 
then it will hit the fan. One stiff lawsuit 
will put the cost of promoter insurance 
right out of sight. These events will no 
longer be a financially — viable 
proposition. 

Pit racing can be stopped if the clubs 
and promoters are determined enough. 
You can start by disqualifying the racer 
himself, and if that doesn't work, 
disqualify his entire group. There are 
more stringent ways to deal with the 
problem. You can prohibit the running 
of engines in the camp area until a 
half-hour before the start of the event. 
This is standard procedure at northern 
enduros. If absolutely necessary, you 
can clean the pit racer off his bike with 
a well-executed handlebar hook and cut 
the coil wire of his motorcycle. You can 
refuse entries to two-time losers. And so 
on. Am I suggesting that you promoters 
might do some of these things? No. I am 
saying that you must do them or you 
will be out of business. It might cost a 
few entries initially, but I am sure that 
most riders will respect the, first 
promoter with guts to say “No more pit 
racing” and mean it. 

Slowing down the squirrels on the 
course is more difficult. Promoters can 
do a little bit. They can disqualify 
anyone they see riding it an obviously 
dangerous manner. They can encourage 
protests by riders who have been hit by 
the squirrels and take appropriate 
action. 

But in the end we must depend on 
other factors. Most of the squirrels are 
youngsters, not because youngsters are 
worse riders, or more stupid than older 
riders, but because they have less fear. 
Young riders don’t get out to the desert 
by themselves. There is almost 
invariably an adult, usually a parent, 
with them. Simce there are so many of 
these kids racing in the pits, on the 
course, and in such obviously dangerous 
fashion, we must conclude that the 
parents of a larger percentage of them 
just don't give a damn if their kids get 
hurt or killed, or kill someone else. Just 
bury them with a finishing pin. 

In racing there are two significant 
factors. First, it is assumed in a 
quasi-legal fashion that everyone out 
there is a competitor who is willing to 
risk getting hurt. Secondly, moments 
after the start, riders are sorted out, 
slow ones riding with slow ones and 
faster ones riding with faster ones, so in 
a collision there is seldom much of a 
speed differential. Consequently, there 
are few collision-related serious injuries. 
Further, races are danger marked for 
high speeds. Enduros are not. 


Since an enduro is not a speed event 
(and it says so in every set of rules I’ve 
ever seen), there is no reason for the 
parent of a youngster to expect his kid 
to be hit by one of these out-of-control 
nuts. My guess (and hope) is that the 
first time one of these squirrels hits and 
hurts somebody else there is going to 
be a lawsuit, and speaking now to the 
parents of the squirrel, Baby, you've got 
no insurance to cover that. They're 
going to get you for your house, your 
business, and your fancy camper. 

Maybe you better figure out a way to 
either slow your kid down or else enter 
him in a real race. The injuries and 
deaths in family enduros have got to 
stop.

Land-use 

There are two state-level commit- 
tees, both of which have a very 
significant impact upon ORV use 
of the public lands. Both of these 
committees now have a vacancy, and we 
can get an off-highway vehicle-oriented 
person appointed to each by writing 
two letters. Address the letters to Ms. 
Carlotta Mellon, Appointments 
Secretary, Governor’s Office, State 
Capitol Building, Sacramento, California 
95814. In one letter, request the 
appointment of Rick Bates to the 
vacancy in the California Recreational 
Trails Committee. In the other letter, 
request the appointment of Dave 
Marquez for one of the vacancies on the 
State Parks and Recreation Commission. 


Off-Highway Vehicle Code 

As referenced earlier, M.O.R.E. is 
working with the California Highway 
Patrol and other agencies and 
associations in the development of an 
Off-Highway Vehicle Code. Work on the 
Code is progressing well. Prime 
consideration is being given to where 
ORV’s can be legally operated with a 
‘green stickie,’ exceptions to the ‘green 
stickie’ requirement, and operator 
licensing. It appears that progress is very 
favorable to off-roaders. 


Off-Highway Vehicle facilities 

Revenues from the OHV Registration 
Program and OHV Gas Tax Refunds are 
resulting in some favorable action, as 
follows: 

Hollister Hills Motorcycle Playground 
has been authorized for lease-purchase 
from the OHV Fund and will go into 
escrow on April 1. Opening is scheduled 
for July 1, 1975. There are problems, 
though. At the moment, the General 
Services Administration (State level) is 
dragging its feet over a question 
pertaining to mineral rights. Also, State 
Parks and Recreation plans to operate 
the facility with their personnel. We 
would prefer to see the facility operated 
by a concessionaire for the simple 
reason that a concessionaire would be 
primarily concerned with users having a 
good time and returning, whereas the 
State would undoubtedly be less 
permissive and more regulatory. Our 
new Governor is quite cost-conscious, 
therefore he should be receptive to 
keeping State expenses to the minimum 
and this could best be achieved through 
operation by a concessionaire. We all 
should write and tell him so. 

Assemblyman Ed Z’ berg has 
introduced Assembly Bill 475 for the 
purpose of giving an OHV-Fund grant to 
the County of Sacramento for the 
purchase of the McGill Motorcycle Park 
in the amount of $292,500. Write to 
your Assemblyman and Senator asking 
him to support AB 475. 

Five areas are under consideration in 
the Los Angeles area for regional 
off-road vehicle areas. They are Hungry 
Valley, Holiday Hills, Jawbone Canyon, 
Dove Springs, and the most likely area 
for purchase: Bean Canyon. Holiday 
Hills is predominantly private ownership 
and the price is too high for very much 
consideration. But, Bean Canyon is a 
very likely candidate for acquisition by 
State Parks and Recreation. Once again, 
letters of support are needed. Direct 
them to Director William Penn Mott, 
State Parks and Recreation, P.O. Box 
2390, Sacramento, California 95811. 

The City of Marysville, the City of 
Davis, and Orange County were given 
grants in 1974 for local OHV facitilies. 
At the present time, grants are highly 
favored for the City of Tulare, the City 
of Cerritos, the City of Baldwin Park, 
and Sacramento County for 1975.

Pushing people-nowered products tor the 
jas crunch—or, Peddie harder, fellas! 


Hard on the heels of President Ford’s latest message for the masses comes this bevy of products we can 
use to peddle—oops—PEDAL away from the brink of mechanized oblivion. Or something like that . . . 
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For brother acts and BXers who are tired of falling off, Thompson Cycle Cars of San Fernando, California has this pedal- 
powered hack for the hot sneaker set. Quickly detachable for solo riding, the welded-tube platform carries a 16-inch third 
wheel laced with No. 10 spokes and should fit most 20-inch motocross bikes. 


First moped to go through the whole EPA gas mileage 
and pollution test routine that's applied to cars is this 
Batavus, a Dutch scooter brought in by Mitsubishi 
International of New York. (New York?). Calculated 
fuel consumption was 152 miles per gallon, emissions 
in grams per mile were carbon monoxide, 1.74; nitrous 
oxide, 0.12; hydrocarbons, 5.03. That last figure is a 
bit heavy with two-stroke oil, but the other two are 
tiny fractions of what's permitted for cars. 


And here's Gary Jones' Trans-AMA ride following 
the next Arab-Israeli war. The 48.8cc Bombardier- 
Puch moped will be distributed throughout North 
America through your friendly local Can-Am dealer 
and/or snowmobile shop. Claimed fuel consumption 
is 125 miles per gallon, but do you think the world 
is really ready for a 30 mph top speed and such a 
savage-looking front brake? 





Santa Charley paid exactly $64.89 for this remarkably 
light, apparently sturdy black bicycle last Christmas. 
It was recommended by a leading BXer as being best 
suited for my six-year-old, who is entering the 
Beginner class in local bicycle-cross and leaving be- 
hind the red and yellow freckled Schwinn that 

carried him through the PeeWee and Super PeeWee 
classes. 

The maker, Huffman Manufacturing in Azusa, 
California, cops right out that their bicycle “is not 
intended for stunting or off-road use." A sticker 
proclaims this disclaimer right there on the frame. 
And truly the frame does look a bit flimsy, with its 
punch-press fabrication brazenly sloppy under the 
flat camouflage paint. But the wheels, tires, fork, 
crank and sprockets are first-rate, as bicycle parts 
go. The 20-inch rims are deep-dished for strength, 
like motorcycle rims, and fit the popular Carlisle 
knobby tires. Big alloy hubs spin on thick axles 
and the front axle is anchored by safety tabs. 
There are plastic fenders (not unbreakable) and 
the obligatory motocross handlebars. Stripped for 
racing, it weighs 32 pounds (1% bbs. less than 
Ignatz, the Schwinn). 

Junior insisted the wide Huffy seat had to go, 
so I replaced it with the one off Ignatz — no 
problem. Ignatz’s metal pedals also screwed right 
in, replacing Huffy’s dumb rubber ones. 

The bike has so far withstood the rigors of 
Baja, curbs, “ghost-rides’’ and crashes with only 
minor attention to adjustments and tightening 
spokes. Junior just completed its first real race 
and it is competitive, despite Huffman's denials. 
I'm watching the frame very closely, and if it 
starts failing, we'll find out how many of Mr. 
Huffman's good parts fit Ignatz Schwinn's frame.

to the dealers. I made a stop by 
Tiger Distributing to have a chat 
with Mike Hamilton (chief bottle 
washer and gunk brush) and have 
a peek at his new Super scooter. 

The all new Hodaka was a sight for 
sore eyes, sitting there in its new blue 
and competition orange paint job. 
Decked out in full racing trim with its 
plastic fenders, D.I.D. rims, and reed 
valve engine. Different from top to 
bottom and looking like it was ready to 
do a job. 

I caught myself daydreaming back to 
yesteryear when I saw my first Hodaka, 
with its 90cc power plant, little bitty 
wheels, lights and a chrome tank that 
had a shape all of its own. Here sat the 
fourth generation of the Hodaka racing 
line. This bike had been developed by 
the hands of more trail bike wins in the 
deserts, motocross and T.T. than any 
other 100cc bike made. 

Jack Morgan hung up his No. One 
plate that he held in the desert for five 
years riding Hodakas. Frank Wheeler 
made his rides over half of the world on 
Hodakas. Some of today’s MX heroes 
that are big time factory riders made 
their start on Hodakas. Why on a 
Hodaka? I suppose the same reason that 
I raced one for five years, because it was 
the best handling bike of its size and it 
would hang in there without letting me 
down. 

As I made my way across the country 
to Florida I started seeing these bikes on 
the MX tracks that we stopped at, and 
they were winning just the way they 
were. Too new yet and too few for the 
boys with a porting tool in one hand 
and a welding torch in the other to have 
done any work on them. 

Three weeks after I arrived in Florida 
a truck pulled up to the shop with five 
brand new Hodakas in it, one of each 
model, the bill of lading marked E.C. 
Test Bench, Shipper Thigpen 
Distributing. А call to Thigpen 
and I was informed by the general 
manager Mr. Dave Campbell that these 





bikes are for you to test, E.C., and do 
with as you see best. 

Since the 125 Super Combat and 
100cc Super Rat MX are the newest 
members to the Hodaka family these are 
the first of the five that we will look at 
from top to bottom, inside and out in 
this series on Hodaka. They come from 
the factory race ready, and Hodaka says 
that they will win just the way they are, 
box stock. We’re going to find out. 

We pulled the bikes out of the crates 
and put the handlebars on them, poured 
in some pre-mix and time from out of 
the box till we had smoke running out 
of the tailpipes took 15 minutes. A 
couple of hot laps down the alley 
worked to blow out the cobwebs and 
packing crate dust. 

We loaded the bikes in the van and 
headed down the road abgut a half a 
mile to the game reserve where we have 
a practice track. Here we could see what 
the bikes could do in the sand and 
check out the jetting. 

With a few laps on the bikes I 
couldn't make up my mind if the 125 
was a little slow or if the 100 was a 
rocket ship. Well, tomorrow's race 
would tell. 

After an hour of practice time on the 
bikes they were running perfectly and 
the jetting was spot on. This was really 
nothing new to me because no Hodaka 
that I’ve tested since Day One has ever 
been off more than one jet size from 
what the factory put in it. 

In today's market the two things that 
you should look at are handling first 
and horsepower second. Handling is the 
key and horsepower is like pawns on a 
chess board; it can be moved around to 
fit your needs without too much 
problem. With Hodaka's reed engine, 
the job is a simple one. 

If you want to find out if a bike 
really handles, just come on down to 
Florida and enter a race. We're the only 
state I know of that has wall-to-wall 
whoop-de-doos. We even have 
whoop-de-doos in our berm turns, and a 
straightaway that is flat and smooth is a 
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The Super Rat was definitely a jet, even with a graunched rear brake backing plate. 





seldom seen thing. On sand type tracks 
every lap is different, and your bike has 
to do a lot of thinking for you or you 
will be pouring sand out of your ear 
before you know it. 

The front forks and the rear shocks 
are built by Kayaba. The front forks 
have 6.0 inches of travel and the rear 
has 4.0 inches of travel. My riders are all 
pro riders and they pretty well know 
what works and what doesn’t. After 
about 15 minutes of smashing the bikes 
from one whoop-de-doo to the next the 
front forks started topping and 
bottoming out. Back at the van and a 
little shop talk, I decided to change the 
fork oil. 

The oil that we drained out of the 
front forks smelled and looked liké fish 
oil. We pulled the fork caps out and 
drained the forks, then I took some 
pre-mix and poured it into each tube 
and flushed them out, making sure there 
was no oil left in them. Then broke out 
my baby bottle and filled each tube 
with six ounces of HRL Molly Blue 
Medium. 

The next step was the rear of the 
bike. The frame has two positions for 
the top mount of the shocks. The 
shocks come mounted in the back 
position. I moved the shock forward to 
the front mount which would soften up 
the rear suspension a little. Back out on 
the track and some more hot lapping. 
With these two changes the bike was 
completely different, whoop-de-doos 
were taken in stride and lap times were 
much faster. 

Back at the shop I broke out my scale 
and protractor to see what was different 
between this bike and the father of the 
Super Combat, the Combat Wombat. 
With no disrespect to Dad I found that 
his son was different but in ways much 
the same. 

The Super Combat frame is a double 
loop engine cradle design. The engine 
sits low in the frame, almost 2.5 inches 
lower than the engine in the Combat. 
With this lower C.G. the bike’s handling 
will be more predictable when you hit 
the rough stuff, or set it up in a power 
slide where you need to be in control 
from start to finish. The front 
suspension specifications of father and 
son are the same with 5.00 inches of 
trail, and a rake angle of 29.3 degrees. 

The tank on the Super Combat is the 
same tank that they had last year and 
the year before, except they have left 
the chrome off and painted it orange. 
This tank is all Hodaka but I feel that 
it’s time for a change. The tank is made 
out of steel and for an enduro bike or a 
desert bike its seven pounds of weight 
and two gallon capacity (enough to run

a 60 mile hare and hound) may be to 


your advantage. Motocross tracks are 


not 60 mile loops and every 20 pounds 
on your bike equals one horsepower, so 
don’t fill your tank to the top for a 10 
minute moto. 

Nobody but nobody writes up spec 
sheets on their bikes like Hodaka does. 
I’m not going to go into those details 
because you can go into your local 
Hodaka dealer and get the specs for the 
Hodaka of your choice. Part numbers 
for these sheets are as follows: 125 
Super Combat PN 210107, 100cc Super 
Rat MX No. 210106, Combat Wombat, 
ask for field manual, and the Wombat 
Enduro No. 210209.

Proof of the puddin’, 
race time Sunday 

When we arrived at the races and 
unloaded the bikes we felt a little bit 
out of place. The 125 start line looked 
like an American Honda sellout with 
90% of these Expert riders mounted on 
Hondas and the other 10% made up of 
assorted Yamahas, Suzuki, Kawasaki 
and a few European bikes for flavor. 
Larry had the feeling that he was 
bucking a loaded dice game with the 
only Hodaka on the line and it box 
stock at that. 

Off the line the Hodaka had a hard

time getting some traction and 

managed to reach the first turn second 
from dead last. Halfway through the 
first lap the shifter case screws came 
loose and a stop was made to tighten it 
up (fault of mechanic from a sprocket 
change just before start of moto). 


Back underway again the rest of the 
bikes started to fall by the wayside as 
Larry kept passing bike after bike. He 
was matching built horsepower with his 
stocker and out-riding them in the 
rough. Hitting the turns he could hold 
his bike tight in the turn and drive 
under them. When the need was to go 
on the outside full locked power slides 
did the job. When the checkered flag 
came out the 125 Hodaka was in sixth 
place. 

Next moto again the Hodie had 
problems getting out of the hole and 
was dead last into the front turn. 
Reasons — (1) Bike is a little on the 
pipey side and has to be on the boil or 
else. (2) Larry had been riding a 450 
Maico up ‘til today’s race. With the bike 
underway, it started taking the 125s in 
stride. When the checkered flag came 
out Larry was in third place and felt if 
he would have had a couple of more 
laps to go, may have caught and passed 
the leaders. 

Conclusion of a racing day with a box 
stock 125 Super Combat: On a short 
tight course, the Hodaka Super Combat 
can and will go as fast as anything out 
there. If there was such a thing as a race 
for stockers, I'd have to put my money 
on the Super Combat. 


Super Rat MX 

The 100 was as I had suspected from 
the first day, a rocketship. All you have 
to do is ride it. 

Off the start line there was a crash 
and the Hodaka 100 suffered a broken 
rear backing plate unknown to Butch 
the rider. After he got the bike up and 
restarted he figured it out all by himself 
when he hit the first turn that he had to 
slow down for and found himself off of 
the track. With no rear brakes he came 
from last to win the moto. No reason to 
race it next moto; the point was made 
that it could and would handle the job. 

As it looks to me, Hodaka has come 
out with true racing machines that have 
to take no back seat to any other bike 
on the market. With a price tag of $995 
for either a 125 or 100 they're not 
cheap (but what is today). At least you 
get what you pay for: a real racer that 
all you have to do is turn the throttle on 
and ride it. 

In the upcoming issues we will look 
at ways of making them better, inside 
and out. ә

Things have been zippin’ 
along since my article, “A Broad's 
Look At Motorcycling,” 
January 8, 1974 issue of Cycle 


News. My riding skill has im- 
proved, I’ve taken my bike trailing 
in several of the western states and 
have had a heckuva good time. My 


motorcycle has made a lot of changes in 
my life, but one thing hasn’t changed 
over the past year; my age! I’m 
exercising my female perogative to stay 
40 for at least one more year. Some 
things should be left the way they are. 

My Ol’ Man and I have covered a lot 
of ground on our trailbikes since I 
reported last. We've ridden the 
mountains and deserts of California, the 
vastness of Arizona, the high trails of 
northern New Mexico and what I found 
to be the prettiest country of all — 
Colorado. 

Гуе found that the more I ride my 
trusty Yamaha in the boondocks the 
more interesting and exciting scenes I 
come across. Take, for instance, the 
re-opening of many of the long-closed 
gold mines on the Southern California 
mountainsides or the re-awakening of 
the desert gold diggin's of the Mojave 
and Colorado  Deserts (both in 
California and not to be confused with 
the State of Colorado). Some of the 
roads that used to be open to the public 
have now been closed off to keep 
intruders away from certain mining 
operations. 

One of the really surprising and fun 
rides we had this past year took place 
near the Marine Corps base at 29 Palms, 
California. My Ol’ Man and I were 
trailing’ along, skirting the emptiness of 
the remote outer boundary of the base 
when we stopped for a minute to enjoy 
the desert quiet. 

As we were sitting, helmets off, on 
our now-silent machines, I could hear 
what sounded like two guys yelling back 
and forth at each other. We looked at 
one another in wonderment, then he 
pointed to the sky where I saw two 
free-falling skydivers! They were 
shouting and laughing and having one 
good time as they fell toward the dry 
lake bed downslope from us. I knew 
they were dropping over a hundred 
miles per hour. It was only then that I 
noticed, way up in the blue, the light 
plane that dropped them. I caught 
myself chanting, "Pull the ripcord, pull 
the ripcord," as they seemed to fall and 
fall and fall. Finally, when their ‘chutes 
popped open, they drifted to earth, 
gabbing to each other like two men 
really enjoying their lot in life.

In the fall we really "got our act 

-~ together.” After stuffing our van full of 

camping gear and the two Yamahas, we 

set out to explore the Southwest; first 
stop, Arizona. 

I'd always thought of Arizona as 
being sparsely covered desert. Not so! 
Mile-high Prescott changed my mind 
about that. There are pine trees, lakes 
and for us trail-riders, lots of quiet 
mountain roads in the National Forest 
right near the public and private 
campgrounds (our camp was a KOA, 























































































right 
in the 


close by a small fishing lake). The forest 
smelled so good and on my bike I was 
right out there amongst the sights and 
aromas. 

There’s a great deal of riding room in 
the high forests of northern Arizona. 
Much of the land is owned by the 
Indian tribes, but there was plenty of 
public territory for us to ride in. We 
simply picked a spot on the local map 
and “took off." Remember, this was 
only our first stop. 

I'm a big admirer of Louis L'Amour, 
the fine writer of western novels. Many 
of his books mention the Sangre De 
Cristo (Blood of Christ) mountains near 
Taos, New Mexico. I had to see them 
for myself, so we pointed the blue van 
eastward again. 

Now, if you like history, 
snow-capped peaks, high plains country 
and spectacular river gorges; you'll love 
Taos. 

Our camp there was right at the foot 
of the Sangre De Cristos (KOA again) 
and south of town. My Yamaha is 
street-legal so I could do more than just 
ride the forest roads. I was able to ride 
into town, take the highway to the Rio 
Grande river and take a look at the 
oldest “apartment house” in America, 
built by the Pueblo Indians. 

In town I discovered stores displaying 
the best collection of western art, 
sculpture and jewelry I’ve ever seen. I 
especially enjoyed touring the Kit 
Carson museum. 

Forest access roads began just behind 
the campground. Since Taos is situated 
at nearly 7000 feet, the National Forest 
roads climbing into the Sangre De 
Cristos above took us to rarified air in 
no time at all. On a clear day you can 
see for a hundred miles over the Rio 
Grande valley. The snow way up top 
made it kinda cool, but we were dressed 
for it. 

About eight miles out of town we 
rode across the bridge spanning the Rio 
Grande Gorge. We had been riding the 
road on the high valley floor, the 
snow-tipped mountains behind us and 
then, bingo, all of a sudden, there it 
was; that great gash in the ground. Now, 
I’m none too fond of heights, so looking 
down 650 feet to the bottom of the 
canyon didn’t do my queasy stomach 
any good. Still, once I was firmly 
anchored on the solid ground at the end 
of the span I could stop and admire the 
breath-taking scenery. Got some fine 
color photos too. 

The oldest “apartment house" is just 
north of Taos. For over 800 years the 
Indian have lived in their pueblo there. 
We picked a‘bright sunny day to ride 
from camp to the multi-story adobe 
complex. It cost a small fee to be 
allowed to take pictures of the Indians 
and their ancient home. 

By now we'd heard about the 
fantastic fall colors in western Colorado. 
I hadn't been there since I was a tiny 
child so I truly didn’t know what to 
expect. We took off once more in the 
van. This time north to the Rockies. 

Twelve miles north of Durango, 
Colorado, in the heart of the Animas 
Valley, we decided to camp for the 
night. Our plan was to stay over for a 
day, then we would continue on. Don’t 
you believe it... we stayed six days! 
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That’s how neat it was there on the 
banks of the Animas River. 

Being a native Californian, I’d never 
seen quaking aspen in their autumn 
hues, nor had I seen reds, ambers and 
greens like western Colorado in the fall. 
During the day I rode in T-shirt 
temperatures. At night, sometimes we'd 


have a light rain pattering on the roof of 
the van along with cool, "good for 
sleeping" temperatures. Next morning 
there would be fluffly white clouds 
against a blue smogless sky. Incredible 
weather! 

Animas Valley itself is at an altitude 
of 6800 feet. The mountains sweep up

on either side and there are more dirt 
roads and view points than we could 
possibly cover in just six days. Now for 
the best part, from a trailbiker’s frame 
of reference: The four-wheel-drive roads 
of Colorado. 

The State of Colorado has many, 
many roads designated as being passable

by four-X rigs only. You know what 
that means, don’t you? It means lots of 
high mountain trails which are too 
tough for the average car or truck. We 
motorcyclists know we can go any place 
a Jeep can go, right? So, there you are. 
Whole new, great trails to ride. Some go 
clear up to around 12,000 feet in the 
thin air. It would take you an entire 
summer to ride ’em all. 

It was early October and prior to the 
opening of deer season when we were 
there. The good part about that was 
that the few other people we met on 
those many four-wheel drive trails were 
occasional Jeepers scouting the country 
for the on-coming hunting season. It 
was like having your own private 
mountain retreat to just ride in any 
direction that came to mind. 

For the rockhounds and mining 
enthusiasts there are plenty of old mines 
from around the turn of the century. 
But for us there were the colors. 
Rainbow tones on the mountains and, 
looking way down into the valleys from 
up high on the trail, the views reminded 
us of being in an airplane. From up 
there the patchwork colors of the farms, 
the shine of the river and the reflection 
of the sun on the tiny houses are a 
photographer’s dream. We shot 21 rolls 
of film trying to capture it all! 

As I said in the beginning, it’s been a 
very good year with many enjoyable 
changes brought about by my faithful 
little Yamaha and the freedom it has 
given me. 

What happens in the coming year? 
Well, for one thing, we’re taking our 
bikes back to soak up some more of 
colorful Colorado. See ya . .. e.
